Fear Sudden Attack on 
City by Turks.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 20.—All 
the wives of Brin army officers and 
men have been ordered to leave Con- 
stantinople on the transports bringing 
in new British troops tomgrrow. There 
are about 200 wives, including Lady 
Harrington, the wife of the commander- 
in-chief here, and there were no ex- 
ceptions to this order. The vessels 
taking the women back will make no 
stops, not even at Malta, en route to 
Engiand, for fear that they would re- 
turn should there be a lull in the sit- 
uation. 

A report received here says the 

British have also advised the civilian 
population of Chanak to evacuate be- 
cause it is feared the Turks will bom- 
bard the town. 
British are digging entrenchments 
around Sculari on the Asitatic side of 
the Bosporus. Ruseian “white” 
refugees are being enlisted, and Brit- 
ish officials here say that when all re- 
inforcements on the way here arrive, 
the British army will be close to 100,- 
000 men. 


Revolt Hits Mesopotamia. 

An Anatolian agency announces & 
communique from Mardin on the fron- 
tiers of Iraq of several uprisings in 
northern Mesopotamia wihch are rap- 
idly becoming general. 

Abulkert Bey, chief of the Hemavend 
tribe, has declared war against the 
British and has taken over Sulaiman- 
ieh, Chem-chemal and other near by 
villagés. The first encounter was in 
the locality of Indemir, where his men 
killed a British major, two captains 
and several soldiers. Later he was re- 
inforced by the tribes of Singeheue and 
Dizane and attacked Allahi, defeating 
a British garrison and capturing their 
arms, ammunition and twenty machine 
guns. 
British Forces Surrounded. 


It is claimed that all the other Brit- 
ish forces in northern Iraq have been 
surrounded or cut off from one an- 
other and that an aeroplane bombard- 
ment proved ineffective, twenty planes 
having been brought down there late- 
ly. It is claimed that the British are 
preparing to evacuate Mosul, Emir 
Feisal has been warned that if he ac- 
cepts the British mandate for northern 
Iraq he will meet a worse fate than 
he got at Damascus, from which the 
French drove him. 

[In recent dispatches John Clayton 
graphically described the carefully laid 
plans of the Turks to recover Mesopo- 
tamia, including the kingdom of Iraq, 
which was awarded to the British as 
a mandate in the world war settle- 
ment.] 

British Eyes on Russia. 


With England definitely determined 
to fight in defense of Constantinople if 
necessary and with France as definitely 
decided not to take part in any military 
or naval operations, the eyes of the 
allied military leaders are turning 
towards Russia today. There is an 
immediate danger from Mustapha Ke- 
mal Pasha’s army, but lurking in the 
background is the Red army and the 
probability of an attack by the Bol- 
sheviks through Roumania. 

The skirmish between a Russian 
band and a Roumanian border patrol 
coupled with Foreign Minister Tchitch- 
erin’s announcements of the Russian 
policy, has brought out in sharp relief 
the Russian menace to Great Britain's 
position in the near east. The spirit 
of unrest in Bulgaria adds to the dan- 
ger of the situation. 

England Plays Lone Hand. 

For the first time in many decades 
England is playing a lone hand. If 
Kemal insists on carrying through his 
threat to attack Constantinople none 
but British troops will take the field. 
This is a position in which Russia and 
other nations have hoped for many

JUSTICE INEVITABLE. 
President Harding has vetoed the soldiers’ ad- 
justed compensation Dill and the veto has been 
upheld. Although we disagree with his conclu- 
sions concerning the measure, we may still give 


him credit for using his judgment and acting upon 
his convictions, reinforced by the opinions of such 
of his official advisers as Secretary Mellon. 

But even so, the issue is still open, and will 
remain so until justice is accorded to the men 
who sacrificed, that justice should be assured for 
all/in this country. 

The financial affairs of the country should be re- 
organised upon a basis which will break down the 
President's chief argument in opposition, namely, 
that the treasury cannot bear the additional bur- 
den of the bonus. If, as he says, the government 
already is confronted by a deficit of $650,000,000 for 
the current fiscal year and a further deficit for the 
year succeeding, it would seem wise to have such a 
reorganization in any event. It seems likely even 
to be inevitable. Arrangements for financing the 
bonus can and should be included in such financial 
reorganization if the bill is not now made a law. 

Regardless of the menace of a $650,000,000 deffbit 
which is held before our eyes, we know that this 
country is able to pay this debt. It has paid equal 
debts to ship 'buflders, airplane builders, and prof- 
iteering war contractors since the armistice and 
at the same time has retired hundreds of millions 
of dollars’ worth of war bonds ip advance of ma- 
turity. Our economic condition is fundamentally 
sound and incréasitigty prosperous. We can afford 
to payethis debt to the soldiers. We cannot afford 
not to do so. We will need soldiers and patriotism 
again. An injustice to those millions of men whom 
we have called to service in the past will not 
strengthen our hand or our cause in a similar 
emergency which may develop in the future. 

It is true that we cannot buy patriotism. But 
We can justify it by proving ourselves an appreci- 
ative and grateful people. We can demoralize it

THE GAME OF EMPIRE. 

The correspondent of an evening paper quotes 
Stamboulisky, the Bulgarian peasant prime minis- 
ter, as predicting in August that “there will be 
& général mixup before long. Russia persistently 
preparing a debacle which is imevitable. We shall 
plunge into this upheaval, too, and something is: 
sure to Come out of it. Wait and see.” 

Tuesday in Berlin the soviet foreign minister 
told another American correspondent that Kemal 
is acting in agreement with Moscow and would be 
assisted with troops if mecessary. Asked if the 
soviet government thinks it to Russia's advantage 
that Turkey should hold Constantinople, Tchi- 
tcherin said that it had been agreed that Turkey 
was to regain Constantinople and Thrace and that 
the straits should be under a commission of the 
Black sea countries, 

Such a policy is plausibié. Whether fit can be 
established without another general war, or at 
all, no one can say. But that Moscow should pre- 


Ss 


land or France or any group of the great powers 
is easily understood. Turkey restored on the Bos- 
porus, with a take-off in Thrace, would be a use- 
ful countercheck upon Roumania and Jugo-Slavia 
and a source of weakness in all prejecte of the 
great powers on Russia’s southwestern flank. 
Furthermore, as Stamboulisky reminds us and 
as any one can sé6, Moscow has less to lose and | 
thinks it has more to gain from a “ genéral mix: | 
up” than any other government. Its negotiations 
with the western poWers and western capitalism 
have not got very far, while another war might 
put an unbearable strain on the weakened struc- 
ture of the European political and soeial system 
and bring it down in complete ruins. That, as 
the bolsheviks hope, would mean the proletarian , 
revolution and a world governed from Moscow. 
What it would really produce can be inferred 
from Russian conditions. The cities would dwin- 
die, the middie class would disappear fn massacre 
and famine, science and its accumulations would 
disappear; Europe would enter another age of 
darkness. A peasant prime minister like Stam- 
boulisky may contemplate such a Gebacle with 
philosophy, for the peasant would survive, as he 
has in Russia, and make himself in the end mas- 
ter of the situation. On his broad shoulder§ would 
be Sullt a few civilization, but it would not be 
in the imagé of a town proletariate. The peasant’s 
passion is for the land, for his own freedom on 
hie own soll, and out of this respect for private 
property and for individual freedgm would revive 
and re-create the progress which town communism 
would strangle if it could. 

Imperial adventures by the existing governments 
of Europe, which acventuate the rivalries of the 
western peoples and perpetuate disunion where 
every effort should be made to create @ new unity 
and a vigorous cotperation for reconstruction, are, 
it seems to us, high crimes against the civilization 
they imperil. For four centuries the Buropean 
nations have been engaged im these rfivairies, and 
it fe dificult to change a psychology an@a morale 
évolved from such a past. Yet that precisely is 
the basic problem of peace and social salvation in 
Europe, and unless it can be in s0me measure 
accomplished the debacle which the communist 
hopes for will come. 

' he gambling in the near east has brought Ev- 
rope once again to the brink of catastrophe. The 
possibilities of the present crisis are sinister. They 
may be evaded. A peaceful adjustment may be 
accomplished. But the fundamental danger will 
remain so long as Europeaa governments play the 
old game while every effort i¢ necessary to restore 
their common strength.

If the 
moon's apparent track among the 
stars coincides with that of the sun, 
we should have a solar eclipse at every 
new moon. But the moon’s orbit In- 
clines some six degrees to the sun's 
track. It therefore happens that the 
usual number of eclipses in a year is 
two, one at a new moon near the ver- 
nal equinox and another near the 
autumnal equinox. This eclipse was of 
the latter sort. 

Every solid object casts a shadow. 
Celestial bodies are attended by long 
fingers of darknéss, sweeping this way 
and that through empty space. For 
the most part these shadows are in- 
visible, for they fall on nothing. On 
rare occasions, such a finger touches 
the earth, so that we, on looking out 
along its cone of darkness, see a black 
shape superposed upon a source of 
light.

Sun’s Position Not Good. 


The last eclipse that was observed 
occurred in 1919. The sun was then 
very favorably placed, being in the 
center of the Hyades star cluster. At 
this eclipse Einstein's theory was half 
proved. This time the sun’s position 
is not so good. On Tuesday the sun 
stood in 11 hours 47 minutes of right 

ascension by north, 1 degree 18 min- 
utes of declination. This placed it in 
the region of the sky between Leo and 
Virgo, where bright stars are few, if 
you remember the appearance of the 


The eclipse began at sunrise yester- 
day in Abyssinia. It was visible at 
Bani and Elhue, in Somaliland, Africa. 
After passing over a few unimportant 
islands in the Indian ocean it reached 
Australia near sunset. It was visible 
there from Cunnamulla, Warwick, War- 
dell, and Ballina. Scientists hope that 
Australian observers have obtained 
photographs that will efther prove or 
disprove Einstein's theory of relativity.

Gen. Herbert M. Lord, head of the 
United States spending department, 
whose official title is director general of 
the budget, explained his job and the 
budget system to members of the IIli- 
nois Manufacturers’ Cost association, 
told them how the government would 
Spend $4,154,000,000 this year, how 
$759,000,000 was trimmed out of last 
year’s appropriations, a saving to the 
taxpayers, and how a $699,000,000 dis- 
crepancy between receipts and expendi- 
tures this year would be wiped out by 


| economy. 


Gen. Charles G. Dawes, predecessor 
of Gen. Lord as watchdog of the na- 
tional treasury, also a speaker, praised 
President Harding’s veto of the sok 
diers’ bonus. 


Quotes President’s View. 


“President Harding displayed sand 
and backbone in support of the budget 
and against the bonus,” said Gen. 
Dawes. “I believe you will recall that 
the President said: ‘I can conceive of 
no worse use for the public funds than 
to be distributed in doles to young, 
healthy and presumably self-respecting 
young men, to pay this money to them 
for merely performing the duties of 
civilization.’ ”’ 

Gen. Lord was. complimentary to Ill- 
nois, declaring that the suécessful op- 
eration of the budget system was due 
primarily to the efforts of Senator Me- 
dill McCormick, the support of Con- 
gressman Martin B. Madden, chairman 
of the appropriations committee, the 
work of Gen. Dawes and other Plinois- 
ans in doing the work after the budget 
law was passed. 

Previous to its adop®ion, he said, 
government money was plentiful and 
was spent with lavish hand, with no co- 
ordination or cotperation between the 
several departments, and with no 
thought of economy. 


Congress Sticks to Budget. 


Now, in place of fourteen congres- 
sional committees on appropriations, 
there is but one, he told the manufac- 
turers, and that one appropriates just 
the amount estimated by the budget de- 
partment and President Harding will 
not permit one penny in excess to be 
withdrawn from the treasury. — 

“And no department can expend all 
its appropriation in the first or second 
quarter and come back to congress 
for deficiencies,” he continued. “ We 
know what they are doing with their 
moneys and are prepared at any time 
to check them if the are running riot, 
with expenditures. 

“Some one has said the director of 
the budget should have the hide of a 
rhinocerous and a backbone of steel. 
When the director gets popular he 
should be fired.” 

Gen. Dawes, who followed Gen. Lord, 
said: “I am not popular and when I 
get popular I will know I am wrong.”

‘The Brush and the Potato. 


At this time of year you can hardly 
toueh a good potato with a knife with- 
out removing some of the skin. This 
is what you would rather not do if 
it fx to be baked, and when we have 
the best potatoes of the year, baking 
is the best way to use them economic- 
ally'and completely. Boiling them in 
thelr skins leeches out some of their 
virthe, and nice baking perfects all. 

It is alsO much more economical to 
bake the potato when it has a deep 
pit at the etem end and.almost as deep 
a one at the rose end, for these cannot 
be pared without more or less waste. 
And, besides, the thin and almost ten- 
der skin of these just ripened potatocs 


is fine roughage. if it is not too rough. 
Rinse off all surface dirt and then 
use a soft brush gently on potatoes 


that ere to be baked. Many a close 
clinging, black speck will come off only 
when the brush is used. 


Drain and dry the potatoes, rub them 
with a bit of sweet fat, put them on 
wire plates, and bake them in a medium 
oven, sO that when done all the skin of 
the potato will be soft and flexible and 
not stiffened. If they are to stand for 
even & minute after they are done, take 
& paper napkin to protect your fingers 


and pinch each potato #0 as to break 
the skin on one side. There are many 
people who believe the only way to get 
a perfect baked potato, one that is dry 
and mealy, is to punch each potato sev- 
eral times with a two tined iron fork 
before putting i* to bake. '
